The remarkable effects of sex 
hormones, both male and female, on 
drenst cancer In women which 
prolong Ife and relleve terrible 
suffering, were reported to the 
Amertean College of Surgeons 
recently. 

This new use of hormones fs too 
recent to determine whether anyone 
might ever be cured, although a fow 
women in thelr seventics have lved 
more than o year so far with thelr 
cancers apparently gone. 


The reporis were made by Dr 
Frank E, Adalr, of New York, on 
outstanding cancer surgeon, and Ira 
T, Nathanson, of Boston, aes

Dr Adair is using the male 
hormone, testosterone, and Nathan- 
son the. female  synthetle sex 
hormane, stilbesirol. Both started 
using the hormones on elderly and, 
incurable women. : 


Dr Adair is now using the male 
hormone on younger women whose 
lives can be saved dy regular surgical 
operations, He uses the testosterone 
on these younger-women in hope that 
it will prevent the return of the 
cancer in the terrible form known ¢s- 
metasteses, in which. little cancers 
start all over the body, It is too-. 
soon, he sald, to know whether this 
experiment will do them any good. 

Tho male hormone, used for women 
who niready have hind the recurrent, 
spreading metasteses, is pradoxtical. 
It Is no good for the cancers In soft 
tissue, but seems to wipe out the 
cancers in dones, .

(Doubleday, $3.50). 

Str Thomas Stamford Rafiles was 
a4 man who seldom toole other men's 
orders, which is quite to Miss Hahn's 
taste, In history he is best known 
us the man who conquered and built 
—one might fairly say, invented— 
Singapore. But what perhaps most 
endearcd him to Miss Hahn, a dis 
Ungulshed ape fancier, wis ‘that he 
kept gibbons in unlform running 
about his home. 

Miss Hahn obviously loved writ- 
Ing every one of the 556 paves of 
her book, She baits reviewers by 
quoting a scholar’s comment on 
another scholar’s bonk, “too cursory, 
for the apeclillat and too détatled 
forothers," und suggesting that the 
phrase might Le“appiled to her own. 
She offers her frankly unorthodox 
bouk to those, who, like herself, 
were “cheated at school by bad 
teaching nnd never learned of his- 
tory's true deep pleasures.” 

Women and History 

The true,‘deep pleasure of history 
for her seems to be reciting what 
stuMer historians wrote ands then 
speculating upon what the unstuffed 
facty may have been. Throughout 
the bool she carries on a running 
‘debate with the -all-tou-worthy 
Sophia Raflles, relict and carilest 
biographer of Sir Stamford, and 
with Dutch and British scholars in- |. 
hibited by their contrary oo natlonal 
blases, ; 

Miss Hahn believes that a modern 
Woman's wit can sev truth where 
the historians missed the point and 
her = delighted readers WILL often 
agree with her, She lords her sober 
facts with Miclyish asides.

Nations Security Council, follow- 
ing the resignations of Mr 
Bernard Baruch, United States 
representative on the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Jast month 
and now of Mr James F. Byrnes 
as Secretary of State. — : 

Informed quarters here believe 
that It {is possible that the new 
Seerctary of State, Gen George Mar- 
shall, may relax the uncompromising 
“cither or" attitude adopted by Mr 
Baruch with Mr Byrnes’ support on 
the veto of punishment for violators 
of the atomic treaty, * ° 

There is no question of a change 
In the United States policy of keep- 
ing atomic bomb manufacture scerets 
‘and of stocking bombs unttilan atomic 
control authority js fully organised, 
‘ag this view isetrongly held both by 
military quarters and the majority of 
Republican Congressmen. |

The Daily Herald and News 
Chronicle confined themselves to 
short biormnp ical aketches of 
Gen Marshall, while tho. Daily 
Telegraph nnd The Times car- 
ried neutral editorials which 
steered clear of committing 
themselves unti] Marshall has 
had a chance to show what his 
policy is going to be, especially 
towards Russia, 

The Daily Telegraph pointed out 
that Marshall has been “out of touch” 
With post-wov European diptomacy 
due to his absorption with tne 
Chinese question but predicted he 
would be equnl to handling — the 
bronder problems which will now be 
his, 

“The Times devoted half of its edi- 

torlaton Mar siali to praine of Dernce, 
and regretted that Byrnes’ slgnature 
could not be uffixe! to the German 
and Austrian treaties. 

Of President Truman's selection of 
Marshall as Byrnes’ successor, The 
Times said it was one more instance 
of the President utilising in pencee 
time “the gifts of soldiers who com- 
bine diplomatic with military quall- 
ties." : 

The Times said; “A‘ soldier Is re- 
shiping the Ife of Japan; another is 
In charge of American interests in 
Germany; 0 third Is. Ambassador ‘to 
Moscow} a fourth now takes charge 
of the department to which they look 
for instructions.”—United Press.
